EDS to stress safety plan

New Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems Vice President 
Austin Marshall appeared at 
the Monday night City Council 
meeting to re-emphasize that 
EDS plans to take its safety 
program for the planned injec- 
tion well to the Romulus Plan- 
ning Commission. 

Marshall, who joined the 
EDS team a little over a week 
ago, told the council members 
that he outlined many of those 
safety features when he ap- 
peared before the city Zoning 
Board of Appeals last 
Wednesday. 

At the ZBA meeting the new 
EDS attorney, Laurence Ter- 
nan, withdrew the idea that 
EDS would settle for only a 
non-hazardous liquid injec- 
tion system in the future. 

Ternan told the five-mem- 
ber ZBA that if the EDS wins 
city approval for its non-haz- 
ardous well operations, it then 
would file with the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency to 
accept hazardous liquid waste. 
That secondary process would 
take another two years. 

The March 8 meeting got off 
to a rocky start, as special City 
Attorney Steven Winters com- 
plained that Ternan was offer- 
ing previously unannounced 
witnesses and written testi- 
mony into the ZBA hearing. 

ZBA Chairman Norman 
McLenon allowed verbal testi- 
mony from the witnesses and 
said they may be asked to re- 
turn at the next meeting, 
March 22, to face questioning 
from the city’s team of lawyers 
on either their verbal testi- 


mony or the written EDS 
packet that was presented at 
the hearing. 

McLenon said the EDS 
packet information was “too 
much (for the board) to digest 
at this meeting.” 

The new EDS attorney said 
the witnesses were called to 
answer areas of concern 
raised by citizens last Novem- 
ber, after witness lists were ex- 
changed. 

Ternan later created a stir 
among well protesters when 
he offered a clarification of 
EDS intentions on long term 
operations of the injection 
well. 

Ternan said the former EDS 
attorney Norman Hyman had 
stated before the board that 
EDS would amend its applica- 
tion to seek only a non- haz- 
ardous use of the well. 

He explained that EDS 
would like that testimony 
amended and returned to leav- 
ing the option for EDS to later 
seek a hazardous permit. 

The EDS attorney then told 
the ZBA that he didn’t see the 
question of what types of ele- 
ments were to be injected into 
the well as a relevant issue in 
this hearing. 

Sensing his statement was 
causing a problem with the 


zoning board, Ternan said, 
“Possibly I stated the issue too 
harshly. I feel that the key is- 
sue is how the injection well is 
to be operated safely. 1 ” 

Citizen protesters then be- 
gan noisily waving their anti- 
well posters, causing McLenon 
to direct, “I have no problem 
with you holding up your signs, 
but refrain from disrupting the 
testimony.” 

An unidentified member of 
the audience then jumped up 
and shouted, “I can’t handle 
that.. .I’m going home to watch 
OJ” (referring to the Simpson 
murder trial). 

Then Marshall, a 20-year 
veteran of handling hazardous 
waste transportation issues, 
provided extensive testimony 
on EDS’ transportation and on- 
site operations plans. 

He stressed double piping 
plans, quality trucking opera- 
tions and multiple safety ef- 
forts in the case of hazardous 
liquid spills. 

At each level of his talk, 
Marshall stressed, the plans 
would be submitted to the 
city’s Planning Commission for 
approval. 

The zoning hearings on the 
well issue will continue at 7:30 
p.m. March 22 in the City Coun- 
cil chambers. 


Mayor not favoring 
well mediation offer

An offer by Romulus Roman 
newspaper publisher Michael 
Wilcox to help mediate the in- 
jection well issue in Romulus 
may not be accepted by the 
City Council, Mayor pro tern 
Mary Ann Banks said Monday 
night. But other city sources 
said the offer is “far from 
dead.” 

On March 3, Wilcox sent a 
letter to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally stating he would be 
willing to mediate with 
McAnally or a representative 
chosen by the City Council and 
Douglas Wicklund, president 
of Environmental Disposal 
Systems or a representative of 
EDS. 

Wilcox’s letter said, “I be- 
lieve nothing is to be gained by 
either party if the present 
course continues - mudsling- 
ing, frivolous lawsuits, etc.” 

The publisher wrote, “1 
make this offer, not because I 
have anything to gain by the 
resolution of this conflict, but 
because I would like to see the 
city get on with other oppor- 
tunities that will have a far 
greater impact on the well be- 
ing of this great city.” 

Councilman Ellis Pen-

nington mentioned the letter 
near the end of the Monday 
night council meeting and 
asked McAnally if she was rec- 
ommending the council con- 
sider having Wilcox serve is 
mediator in the well issue. 

McAnally declined. She 
said she did not want to negoti- 
ate with EDS. 

Pennington continued, “I 
thought you were leaving it up 
to the council. He offered to be 
a mediator. I was wondering if 
you were making a recommen- 
dation?” 

McAnally said emphat- 
ically, “I make no such recom- 


mendation.” 

Banks said later there ap- 
pears at this time to be no sup- 
port on the council to ask 
Wilcox to mediate the issue lo- 
cally. 

Pennington then stated Ro- 
mulus was going through a bad 
time, when people can’t dis- 
agree on a particular item and 
still be friends. 

“Because we don’t agree 
doesn’t mean we have to be en- 
emies,” the veteran council- 
man said. 

Pennington said he has 
studied the injection well is- 
sue and continues to feel that 
it is the safest way to dispose of 
liquid hazardous waste. 

Then repeating his state- 
ment of previous meetings, 
Pennington said, “if we had 
such a well 40 years ago, we 
could have saved millions of 
dollars I can’t see bankrupting 
Romulus, when EDS will be 
operating the well anyway.” 

Pennington also com- 
plained about the actions of 
anti-well activists, who 
clapped, talked or in any other 
way were disruptive while he 
was taking. 

“All I ask is that you show 
council members the same re- 
spect they show you when you 
are talking,” Pennington said. 


Embezzler found guilty

Wayne County Prosecutor 
John O’Hair, who said he ab- 
hors care givers abusing their 
roles with the very young and 
very old, is pressing for a stiff 
sentence in the Romulus em- 
bezzling case involving an el- 
derly Alzheimer’s patient. 

Last Thursday 36-year-old 
Kathy Ann Frye was found 
guilty of embezzling over 
$378,000 from an elderly neigh- 
bor, who is suffering from Al- 
zheimer’s disease, and her 
family during a several-year 
period. 

She will be sentenced on 
March 30. 

O’Hair said he has a special 
place in his heart for victims of 
care giver abuse. And at least 
once a year, in extreme cases 
(usually a murder case) even 
takes the case to court himself. 

“We have to send a message 
that the role they (care givers) 
are playing is extremely im- 


portant in society today and 
the rights of the victims (either 
young or old) are not to be 
trampled on.” 

Frye was charged with hav- 
ing the 79-year-old woman vic- 
tim convert $200,000 in 
certificates of deposit to her 
co-ownership and then cash- 
ing them in. She also was 
charged with massive check 
writings involving the victim’s 
family bank account. 

The trial, which started 
March 6 before Circuit Court 


Judge Claudia House Morcom, 
began with a total of 163 em- 
bezzlement charges, each con- 
taining four alternate counts: 
embezzlement, larceny over 
$100, larceny by trick and lar- 
ceny by conversion. 

The number of counts was 
dropped to 40 as the trial 
opened. Frye was convicted of 
all 40 charges. 

Prior to the trial, local au- 
thorities acted on a search

Raspberry, Lilly squabble

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The war of words between 
Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry and anti-well activist 
R.P.Lilly almost left Lilly 
speechless Monday night. 

Lilly started out the evening 
by asking for a little extra time 
to answer allegations made by 
Raspberry at the March 6 
council meeting. 

Lilly, a Romulus property 
owner, said he wanted to set 
the record straight, that he has 
never made a personal attack 
on Raspberry. 

“I’ve just tried to point out a 
possible conflict of interest in 
connection with a house he ob- 
tained from Best Way in 1990," 
Lilly said. 

Lilly asked why should city’ 
officials try to intimidate those 
who question their actions, 
and complained that Raspbe- 
rry linked two separate inci- 
dents and tried to tie them 
together in the public’s mind. 


The incidents included a 
sex discrimination suit filed 
against his former employer, 
Buffalo Tank, that had his 
name listed as the manager. 
Lilly said it involved a man 
and woman, who had the same 
level job, and were laid off 
during a down time for the 
company. 

When the man was brought 
back on the job, the woman 
filed a sex recrimination suit 
and the $35,000 settlement was 
reached after he had already 
retired from the business, 
Lilly said. 

The other incident involved 
Huron Township Police taking 
his fingerprints after a box 
with a cat’s head and letter 
were found, Lilly said. 

The way Raspberry men- 
tioned the two incidents at the 
March 6 meeting gave the im- 
pression that my fingerprints 
were taken as a result of the 
sex lawsuit, Lilly complained 
in a phone conversation. 

But the comments escalated 


in emotion, when Raspberry 
held up a fax copy of the note 
Lilly said he found with the cat 
head and said he found some 
great similarities in the com- 
ments in this letter and a 
poster displayed against me 
earlier this year in a local 
store. 

Lilly bristled with the claim 
of similarities and sought to 
retake the podium at the coun- 
cil meeting. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks ordered Lilly to take the 
rear of the discussion line 
since he already had used his 
allowed three minutes. 

When Lilly returned to the 
microphone about 20 minutes 
later, he said he was still so 
angry over the comparison of 
the two printed pieces that he 
was having trouble speaking. 

Lilly complained that he 
didn’t know how Raspberry 
could use a death threat letter 
sent to him and his wife in 
such a political way.

Fun day activity 
featured on TV 


Romulus residents should 
be on alert - composting pro- 
grams are to begin in April 
and from then on residents 
must separate all yard waste 
from your general refuse. 

“According to state law, 
Michigan residents will no 
longer be allowed to mix their 
yard waste with normal rub- 
bish,” Kristine M. DeTroyer of 
City Environmental Services 
warned Monday. 

Yard waste must be placed 
in bags that can be purchased 
at either the Romulus or 
Stears Hardware stores, 
among others, or in family 
owned plastic barrels that 
bear the plastic sticker stating 
“Yard Waste.” 

The stickers can be picked 
up free of charge at Romulus 
City Hall. The bags are sold in 
lots of five at local stores. 

DeTroyer said the actual 
date of the beginning of the 
composting program will be 
announced in the next few 


weeks. 

“It will begin as soon as the 
lawn mowing season begins,” 
she explained. 

The items that will be col- 
lected include grass clippings 
and weeds, leaves, trimmings 
less than two inches in diame- 
ter and less than four feet long. 

“City Environmental Ser- 
vices will not pick up any yard 
waste placed in plastic bags 
once this program begins,” De- 
Troyer stressed. 

City Environmental Ser- 
vices Inc. of Romulus has pre- 
.. pared a printed brochure on 
program requirements. They 
also are available at City Hall. 

Unacceptable yard waste 
items include: rubbish, oil or 
oil containers, plastic of any 
kind, bottles or cans, concrete 
or brick, metal items, animal 
waste or lumber. 

Later this year (sometime in 
July) a curbside recycling pro- 
gram also will be instituted, 
DeTroyer explained. 

In the meantime, residents 
are urged to continue taking 
their recyclables to the Re- 


cycling Drop Off Center at the 
Romulus Department of Pub- 
lic Works building at 34100 
Goddard Road (east of Wayne 
Road). 

Both composting and later 
recycling pickups will all oc- 
cur on the same day as regular 
trash collections, DeTroyer 
said. While it will occur on the 
same day, the time of the var- 
ious collections will be differ- 
ent hours, she said. 

DeTroyer cautioned resi- 
dents to try to time their lawn 
trimming periods extremely 
close to collection days, as 
lawn clippings create damp- 
ness and can cause the bags 
themselves to decompose. 

Two ways to counter much 
of yard waste collections, she 
said, are (1) use a lawn mower 
that mulches grass clippings 
and (2) create a backyard com- 
post pile. 

Free entry forms for the City 
Environmental Services Inc 
drawing for a soil saver corn- 
poster also are available at 
city hall. The drawing will be 
conducted during Earth Week. 


Gunman faces 90 days in jail

warrant on the neighboring 
Frye home and confiscated

The victim's family also has 
filed a lawsuit against Frye

Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Mary Sue Czar- 
necki also will appear in the 
34th District Court in Romulus 
pressing an omnibus forfeiture 
matter against Frye that would 
permit the auctioning off of 
some of the seized property.

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Man sent to prison for drug possession

A Wayne man found guilty 
by a Detroit Recorder’s Court 
jury for simple drug posses- 
sion of less than .25 grams will 
spend the next three to 15 
years in prison. 

Jonathon Baker appeared 
for his sentencing March 7 be- 
fore Detroit Recorder’s Court 
Judge Prentis Edwards. He 
was arrested by Wayne police 
as a result of an undercover 
operation. 


Inkster attorney Steven 
Bullock, who represented 
Baker, was satisfied with the 
jury verdict. Baker was ac- 
cused of possession with intent 
to distribute cocaine. 

"The verdict indicates the 
jury rejected the argument 
that (Jonathon) Baker was in 
volved in drug sales and sim- 
ply convicted him for the 
cocaine found in his sock,” 
Bullock said. “The prosecutor 
could not establish a connec- 
tion between the drugs and the

apartment and Baker. 

The defendant was ar-

Police seized approx- 
imately $70,000 worth of drugs 
from the defendant’s Park Hill 
apartment in Wayne. 

A search of Baker at the 
time of his arrest revealed four 
rocks of crack cocaine in his 
sock. 

Upon entry, officers also 
found numerous electronic 
items and jewelry which is sus- 
pected to have been stolen, ac- 


cording to Drews. 

“The defendant is a parole 
violator,” Drews said. “He was 
running a business in Inkster 
and in this area (Wayne). Sev- 
eral of the articles that were 
stolen were from Brighton.” 

Wayne Police Chief John 
Colligan was pleased with the 
arrest of the defendant. 

"We’re talking about a street 
value of drugs worth $50,000,"

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Let’s stop 
“blame game” 

To the editor: 

Has the “blame game” be- 
come our national pastime, 
or perhaps our national 
plague? Examples abound. 

In baseball, our old na- 
tional pastime, striking play- 
ers blame greedy owners. 
Wealthy owners blame long 
pampered players. And fans 
blame both. 

Republicans and Democ- 
rats alike have won elections 
and built political careers on 
the foundation of blame. The 
result in Congress and in 
state houses across the coun- 
try is gridlock. 

Wherever we look we see a 
tendency to avoid acknowl- 
edging our own responsibili- 
ty. Personal failure in today’s 
culture is too often blamed 
on social circumstances of 
perceived injustices. Claim- 
ing the status of victim is too 
often used to justify any act, 
no matter how outrageous. 

The blame game will not 
solve the pressing problems 
we face: sustaining economic 
growth and prosperity; 
strengthening families and 
communities; bridging cross- 
cultural, racial and ethnic 
difference and protecting an 
endangered environment. 

Yet when we try to re- 
spond to these challenges, 
positions become polarized, 
alternative views get shut 
out. Frustrated, we point the 



finger at everyone else. We 
sit on the sidelines and 
search for simple answers 
and convenient scapegoats. 

This important work must 
begin in families and 
churches. But schools can 
play a critically important 
role in helping young people 
develop an ethic of responsi- 
bility. 

The faculty and adminis- 
tration of Olivet College, a 
small liberal arts college in 
Michigan, have renewed 
their commitment to this 
daunting educational task by 
articulating an academic vi- 
sion we call Education for 
Individual and Social Re- 
sponsibility. We are shaping 
this vision by reorganizing 
the entire culture of the col- 
lege to give students the op- 
portunity to embrace an eth- 
ic of responsibility. 

We will ask our students 
to: 

• Assume significantly 
more responsibility for their 
own learning by requiring 
them to demonstrate compe- 
tence in 16 different skills 
and orientations.

• Take initiatives in stu- 
dent clubs and organizations 
and in campus residence 
units for enriching the cam- 


pus-wide understanding and 
appreciation of diversity. 

- Experience collaborative 
learning and problem-solv- 
ing in specially designed 
learning communities. Solo 
learning doesn’t teach stu- 
dents much about important 
things like teamwork.

Garden City, a surprise win- 
ner over a highly-touted West- 
land John Glenn team in the 
semis at Belleville, continued 
to play exceptional ball 
against Wayne in the finals.

At the end of the first pe- 
riod, the Zebras caught Gar- 
den City and led 14-10.

DRIVE INTO THE FUTURE 
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Unfortunate twist of events leads to forfeit

A basketball season that began with great 
expectations at Inkster High School ended last 
Friday in disaster for coach Monte Dennard 
and the Vikings who forfeited their opportunity 
to play for the Class C district championship. 

Inkster school officials informed Southgate 
Aquinas they had apparently used ineligible 
players in the preliminary games therefore 
would forefeit the finals. 

School officials remained are tight-lippea on 
Monday about the chain of events that led to the 
forfeiture, the first-ever in the school’s history 
of a team that qualified to compete in the dis- 
trict championship game. 

But they also vowed to “get to the bottom of 
this.” 


“I can't discuss this at this time." said George 
Thompson Jr. Inkster High athletic director and 
former basketball and tennis coach. “I will 
make a statement later.” 

Thompson was to meet with Quentin L. 
Mingo, acting superintendent of Inkster 
Schools, Monday afternoon to discuss the 
events and the forfeited game. Thompson did 
reveal that the team apparently used an inelig- 
ible player in the playoffs. He said the player, a 
transfer from the Taylor School District may 
not have been eligible because of his grades. 

He also said that through his efforts he at- 
tempted to provide special tutelage for four 
other players who did not meet a new school 
board academic guideline for participation in 
athletics. 

The new rule apparently stipulates that ath- 


letes who play to compete on the varsity level 
must pass all of their subjects. One failing 
grade would disqualify a student from playing 
in a sport until he - or she- made up the subject. 

Most school districts allow a student to com- 
pete if they maintain a 2.0 point average. 

Inkster High varsity coach Monte Dennard 
said he also could not comment at this time. 

These kids have been penalized enough 
without dragging this through the newspapers ” 
said Dennard. “I feel it’s best for all concerned 
to wait-and-see what the facts really are." 

At least one player said, who asked that his 
name be withheld, that “almost all of the 
players were in tears when they were informed 
that they weren’t going to play for the 
championship.” 

Inkster has won two consecutive Suburban 
Athletic Conference titles, sharing the 1995 


crown with Willow Run. The Vikings were to 
play Southgate Aquinas for the Class C district 
title on Saturday. 

Aquinas advanced to the Harper Woods 
Bishop Gallagher (Region 19) regional where 
they were scheduled to play Detroit Benedic- 
tine last night. In the other bracket, regional 
favorite Detroit DePorres was to play Morenci. 

Inkster, a perennial Class B state power, was 
reclassified as a Class C school last September 
because of a drop in student enrollment. The 
Vikings, with All-State candidate Albert White 
in their lineup, were considered to be a major 
power in the race for the state title. 

White, a 6-6 senior who has committed to 
play for the University of Michigan next fall, 
has averaged 30-plus points per game and 14 
rebounds per game.

When Roscoe C. Begole and 
A.E. Smith founded the Be- 
lleville Enterprise in 1886, the 
nation was experiencing 
prosperity. 

In the 21 years following the 
end of the Civil War, the econ- 
omy had grown impressively 
with the gross national prod- 
uct and population both more 
than doubling between 1865 
and 1890. 

In the year that the news- 
paper was founded, Michigan 
had been a state for 49 years 
and the U.S. population was 
between 50 and 60 million. 
Also in 1886, Grover Cleveland 
was president and the Statue 
of Liberty was dedicated. 

On March 10, 1886, the first 
edition of the BeUeviRe Enter- 
prise was published by Begole 
and Smith. 

According to area history 
buff Bob Doane, the two men 
were related by marriage. 

The newspaper was head- 
quartered in a building on 
High Street, which formerly 
had been used as a cigar fac- 
tory. Two years after they foun- 
ded their business venture, 
Smith purchased Begole’s in- 
terest in the newspaper. 

Smith made a success of the 


venture from the start and in 
1892 added the Wilhs Times and 
the Romulus Roman to his pub- 
lication. Some 20 years later, 
the Times was discontinued 
and in 1925, the Roman was 
merged with the Enterprise. 

“For 37 years, Mr. Smith edi- 
ted one of the cleanest papers 
in the state. In politics, it was 
always neutral,” reported 
Samuel Robbe in his book, A 
History of Van Buren Toumship. 
“Be it to Mr. Smith’s credit that 
in all the years of his service, 
no scandal or salacious news 
items ever appeared in his pa- 
per. His respect for the feel- 
ings of those who might be in- 
jured by adverse publicity 
gained him a host of friends.” 

The history book is slated 
for a second printing this year, 
according to Doane. 

Early editions of the news- 
paper were printed on both 


sides of a single 26-by-40 inch 
page, which was folded to 
make eight pages. 

Smith’s publication was a 
mix of local news, advertise- 
ments of area businesses, seri- 
alized stories plus state and 
national news. 

In its early days, the Enter- 
prise printed such items as “Ed 
Barlow’s dog went mad last 
Thursday,” a Romulus furni- 
ture factory proprietor was in- 
jured in a runaway wagon, and 
a prediction from a church 
camp in Ionia that “the end of 
the world is so near that some 
people now living will see it.” 

The Enterprise was taken 
over by Frank Ames in 1925, 
and Ames resumed publica- 
tion of the Roman at that time. 
The following year, he consoli- 
dated his business with Paul C. 
Robinson of Wayne as the 
Ames-Robinson Publishing

Ray Clift purchased the En- 
terprise in 1945, and five year 
later went into partnership 
with Lewis Robson, forming 
Associated Newspapers, Inc.. 
Wes Willett bought into the 
firm in the late 1950s. 

In 1976, the publications 
were sold to Panax Corp., and 
in 1976 the corporation sold 
the publications to David Will- 
ett, son of the former owner. 

In 1986, a special edition of 
the Enterprise was published 
to mark the 100th anniversary 
of the founding of the news- 


paper, and a reception was 
staged in the Belleville office 
to observe the occasion.

Thanks to the relatively 
mild winter weather that 
southeast Michigan has been 
experiencing, Wayne County 
road officials are projecting a 
savings of as much as $1 mil- 
lion in road salt expenses over 
last year. 

While the savings is cur- 
rently in the form of surplus 
salt and other materials at 
county road yards, it may later 
translate into more available 
money for road improvements, 
according to roads director 
Bob Mahoney. 

“So far this year, we have 
used 83,000 tons of road salts, 
about one- third less than we 
had used by this time last 


year,” Manoney said. “Since it 
looks like we’ll have much of 
the salt for next year already 
on hand, we may be able to 
free up that money to put into 
road resurfacing.” 

Road salt usage in previous 
years was as follows: 1990 91. 
103,913 tons; 1991 92, 109,331 
tons; 1992-93, 115,627 tons; 
1993-94, 135,937, and 1994 to the 
present time, 83,450 tons. 

At a cost of about $100,000 
per lane mile for resurfacing, 
the county could conceivably 
repave about five miles of a 
two-lane road it otherwise 
would not have been able to, 
according to Mahoney. 

“This year, Wayne County 
plans to resurface 27 miles of 


roads through our Internal 
Paving Program. What this 
means is that we might be able 
to add another road improve- 
ment project or two to next 
year’s list,” Mahoney said. 

If nothing else, the milder 
weather should mean less 
problems with pot holes and 
muddy gravel roads this year, 
he said. 

“Usually, the colder the win- 
ter, the worse conditions get in 
the spring, so we are hopeful 
we’ll have a relatively calm 
spring,” Mahoney said. 

To report dangerous pot 
holes on county roads, call the 
central maintenance road 
yard at 955 9920.

“Ev- 
ery musician is relying on you 
for direction. It is a fascinating 
field to be a part of. It’s a privi- 
lege to play this great music 
and to work with other musi- 
cians that play. That’s as good 
as it gets.” 

The musician makes note of 
the fact that the music was 
written decades ago yet he is 


still able to enjoy it today. Past, 
musicians such as Beethoven 
and Mahler were not as well 
received during their era as 
they are now. The acceptance 
by their peers then and now 
are quite different not only in 
the value of the music but of its 
appreciaiton as well. 

“The form of the symphony 
Mahler composed embraced 
every emotion one feels - an- 
ger, iove, death, and life,” said 
Pfeil. “I hope everyone can 
grasp something like that out 
of music, that’s what makes me 
want to teach and to share my 
abilities.”
